BERKELEY, October 12.—That Wil- 


iam Ellis, the Australian horseman who 
yesterday was Oeaten and robbed in 
a house in Berkeley, was enticed across 
the broad Pacific for that purpose there 
now seems to be no doubt. 


Ellis is still in a critical condition in 


a private hospital in Berkeley, and the 
man and woman who are responsible 
for his condition are at large. 


Ellis has, however, recovered suffi- 


ciently to tel la story that confirms the 
belief of the police that the couple de- 
jliberately planned to murder him for 
his nold. 


TELLS OF ASSAULT. 


Late last night Ellis gave to Chief of 


Police Hodgkins of Oakland and Mar- 
shal Vollmer of Elerkeley a version of 
the assault and robbery that differed 
materially 
from

story he told, 


while still dazed from the blows he 
had received.

We were to have 
left on tonight's overland, but ! had 
grown suspicious of them and did not 
tntend to take the train. To deceive 
them I had my trunks checked for 
New York."

COPY DECLARED 
INVALID. 


The failure to find Mrs, Hemphtll's will 
after her death on March 20, 1906, was 
followed by no end of trouble to Dr. 
Hemphill, who declared several months 
ago that he would willingly give J10.000 
to recover the document. In the absence 
of the wIU Dr. Hamphlll went Into court 
with a oopy of the document, which, by 
competent testimony, was shown to have 
been drawn up by Attorney Mountford 
Wilson in 1897. The will devised ' 
trust to Dr. HemphlU the entire estate 
for the benefit of himself, Mrs Daniel! 
at London .daughter of Mrs. Hemphll!, 
Elizabeth Parker Hastings and Harry C. 
Hastings, children of Mrs. Daniell by a 
former husband, and H. Sydney Beck, a 
brother of the deceased, and his threo 


I children, Mrs Lizzie Talbott, Henry P. 
Beck and Mrs. Ira Robinson. 
Hardly had Dr 
HemphlU petitioned 
for leters of administration on the copy 
of the "will before a contest was Insti- 
tuted by Mrs Daniell, whose lawyers 
not only questioned the legality of pro- 
bating an estate- on a copy of a will, but 
also intimated that if the original docu- 
ment was found later and contained the 
trust provision they would fight it bit- 
terly in the courts 
On March 29 of this 
year Judge Coffey decided the copy of 
the will Invalid, but Immediately after- 
ward appointed Dr Hemphill adminis- 
trator of his wlfes estate and fixed the 
latter's bond at $2600. 


FINDING OF THE W1LL. 


Slnce then there have been rumors of 
a compromise between Dr. Hemphlli and 
Mrs. Daniell, and the statement made by 
Dr Hemphill last evening confirms the 
theory that he- was preparing to fore- 
stall the threatened contest that Mrs. 
Dantell had Instituted. In the absence 
of a will Dr. HemphlH would have been 
entitled to half of his wife's estate and 
her daughter to the other half. With the 
finding of the will Mrs. Daniell, If her 
purpose is to secure an immediate dis- 
tribution of her mother's estate, will have 
to enter another contest to break the 
trust clause. What the other relatives 
of the deceased will do is only a matter 
of speculation. 
It was stated last night by Dr. Hemp- 


hill that Mrs DanlelL's London attorney 
is due here today, he having started to 
this country with the fdea that a set- 
tlement with his client would be effected 
on his arrival 
Dr. Hemphill had aban- 
doned alt hope of ever finding the will 
and had also decided to* rent his Broad- 
way home. It was wltn a view of carry- 
Ing out this latter determination that he 
engaged Mr and Mrs Radcliffe to clean 
the house, and it was while performing 
their work that they 
came 
upon the 
missing will.

answers to find a state of facts such as 
will legally sustain the verdict they bring 
in. 
The matter of sympathy, it Is be- 


lieved, in this way Is likely to be en- 
trapped unawares and give a corporation 
another chance to fight off the question 
of damages. 


In the present case Assalena, a. youth, 


was caught by the hooK on the single-

while he was standing on the step of an 
Alameda car as it was going over the t 
Webster street bridge and dragged from j 
the car and sustained a fracture of the

The Superior Judge has incurred the bitter 


\~ enmity of a group of local attorneys, who are doing all in their 
,, ppwer both in and out of court to harass and discredit and to bring 
. "-Kim into disrepute as a judicial officer. A local newspaper, whose 
- editor was a defeated litigant in an action before Judge Smith, is 


actively, promoting the crusade, nearly every issue of it containing 


- some statement or remark derogatory to the jurist. When the 
. judge was a candidate for re-election his lawyer enemies and their 
-, newspaper ally made strenuous efforts to defeat him, but the voters 
.' sided with him by an overwhelming majority. Then they made a 
- farcical attempt to have him impeached by the Legislature. More 


recently they, haled him before the Supreme Court on a technical 
charge of contempt. In every case in which they appear, they move 
for a change of venue, filing affidavits insulting to the Court 
impeaching his fairness and judicial ability. They charge him with 
b^ing subservient to other attorneys, and in every way that legal 
ingenuity suggests seek to prejudice the Court in the eyes of the 
public and bring its proceedings and decrees into popular contempt. 
IThis practically amounts to a conspiracy against the administration 
of justice. It has been going on for a long time, and the clamor of 
the strife engendered by these hostile attorneys has penetrated to 
every part of the State. It is high time it were ended. Whether 
the charges of prejudice and unfairness ceaselessly, hurled at the 
judge are ill or well founded is not for us to decide, but in any 
event the methods of the attorneys who deem themselves discrim- 
inated against are indefensible. The attorneys are officers of the 
court, and are bound by, their oaths and the ethics of their profession 
to uphold the dignity of judicial administration and accord proper 
respect to the office of magistrate. They are assailing the character 
of the judge and the integrity of his decrees by persecuting methods 
and by a general course of conduct that is contemptuous and sub- 
versive in the highest degree of judicial order. These methods are 
strongly suggestive of personal and political malice. In other 
-words, there appears to be an organized scheme on the part of law- 
yers whose displeasure he has incurred to "chase" the judge and to 
make his position on the bench unbearable. The machinery oE the 
3aw is being twisted into a weapon of attack on the court, and court 
proceedings are made the vehicle of assaults dictated by private 
malice and professional jealousy. Papers are filed, which, being 
privileged by law, afford excuse and immunity for libelous attacks 
in the public prints. This disgraceful state of affairs should not be 
permitted to exist. Surely the courts of appellate jurisdiction have 
power to apply the proper corrective to judicial abuses, if they exist, 
and salvtary discipline to the attorneys who appear to have borrow- 
ed their methods and manners from Chinese highbinders. The peo- 
ple of Santa Cruz county have some rights which lawyers should 
be cgmpelled to respect.

THE "METROPOLITAN STRIP." 


The recent State census of New Jersey, which shows extraord- 


inar}r gams in Hudson, Union, Somerset, Middlesex and other coun- 
ties, again calls attention to the swelling tide of population along 
the line connecting Philadelphia and New York. 


If a line be drawn of approximately 400 miles from Washington 


to Boston it will pass very close to Baltimore, Philadelphia, Trenton, 
New York and New Haven. 
Mark on the map a strip of twenty- 


five miles each side of this line and you have -an area of 20,000 square 
miles lying in eight States and the District of Columbia, It is less 
than one-fourth the size of Kansas. Yet this narrow belt is inhabit- 
ed by nearly 12,000,000 people. 


The central portion of that strip, including New York, Phila- 


delphia and the towns between and just beyond, contains nearly 
8,000,000 souls, in an area about one-fiftieth part that of Texas. 


This strip includes the capital of the nation and its metropolis.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Professor W. D. Miller of the University of Berlin sent shivers down 


the backs of the students at Wesleyan yesterday when he announced in a lecture that the bite of a 
girl would often bring a quicker and more horrible death than the bite of a serpent, says a dispatch 
from Middletown, Conn.

her mouth would send its victim in death throes more terrible than one dipped in the venom of the 
most deadly snake.

ON THE OFFENSIVE.

MUST NOT HOLD. 


It is permissible to drop on the hands 


or knees while charging, or hold the 
hands behind the back, but in no case 
ever take hold of the machine, which 
is equivalent to fouling. Located on the 
opposite part of the machine is the de- 
fensive side, which is nothing more than 
a heavily padded timber. Four men line 
up and charge the machine with stiff 
arms, -while on their knees, and push it 
ahead until ordered to stop by the coach 
It is splendid practice to develop the 
muscles of the arms and legs, and so f:

BERLIN, October 12.—There is much 


evidence to show that Germany's meat 
famine is growing worse. Reports from 
all parts of the country make mention i( 
of the measures that are being taken 
to abate the famine. At Risent, a con- 
ference of the municipalities in the 
region decided to establish regular rab- 
bit markets, and in the Munich public 
markets also rabbit stalls have been 
opened. 


Since horse flesh has risen in price 


and dog flesh is no longer obtainable, 
a number of municipalities began buy- 
ing carloads' of sea fl«h at the coast 
towns, and selling, them at cost to citi- 
zens. This expedient was first adopted 
at-Solingen, but has spread to various 
Westphalian cities to Posen and even 
to Bavarian towns. The latest govern- 
ment statistics show that the price ot 
meats Is stiil rising.

Tho trouble, came later when In the 
years 1S75 and IS7C maps were Sled for 
record by the Berkeley Land and Town 
Improvement Association showing- Atla- 
ton way and Addison street in the same 
condition as when'they were-dedicated 
although evidence was put on to show 
that the streets had been fenced off at 
that time. 
' In. deciding this point Judge Ogden said 
tlrat had he decided by the earlier au- 
thorities .the filing of the maps would 
have been sufficient to give the city its 
title along with its resolution" of accept- 
ance, but the acceptance in this case' 
wa's not made until 1895 and also the 
fact that a late decision of the Supreme 
Court holds that a person may recant 
and afterwards take back what has been 
proffered if acceptance of It has 
not 
been regularly made.
